Major retail complex 
moves a step closer 


MAMMOTH plans to build another 
out-of-town leisure and retail devel¬ 
opment in Ely have taken a major 
step forward this week. 

Bosses at Turnstone (Ely) Ltd have 
submitted a ‘screening opinion’ to 
East Cambridgeshire District Council 
for a proposed multi-million pound 
leisure development on land adjacent 
to Ely Rugby Club, in Downham Road. 

The screening opinion will see plan¬ 
ners telling the developers what sup¬ 
porting evidence they want if and 
when a formal planning application is 
submitted, such as environmental/ 
archaeological surveys. 

The application comes just weeks 
after Cambridge Property Group, 
revealed it is drawing up plans to 
build a £20 million leisure and 
retail development, called 
Hereward Park, on land to the 
west of Turnstone’s proposed 
site, where Ely City Football 
Club and the Ely Outdoor 
Sports Association (EOSA) 
currently are. 

As previously reported, 
they say their plans involve 
building a new swimming 
pool and leisure village - but the 
firm is also hoping that Tesco could 
be swayed to build a new store there 
instead of on the proposed Octagon 
Park development in Angel Drove. 

Turnstone’s plans involve building a 
six-screen cinema and eight new res¬ 
taurants - three of which would be 
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‘drive-throughs’. They also want to 
build an underpass at the A10. 

A spokesman said: “We have submit¬ 
ted a screening request to the council 
and will shortly be undertaking an 
extensive public consultation that will 
enable Ely residents to comment on 
our plans for a cinema and restau¬ 
rants. 

“Following this we will then submit 
a planning application to the council. 

“What we are proposing is in full 
accordance with the emerging Local 
Plan and reflects the wishes of Ely 
residents who have previously identi¬ 
fied the Downham Road junction as 
their favoured choice for a leisure 
development.” 

In reaction to the application, 
i spokesman for the 
Cambridge Property Group 
said: “We are pleased that 
following the recent 
announcement relating to 
our major superstore, retail 
park and leisure complex on 
Downham Road, that 
Turnstone might now make 
some progress too.” 

A council spokesman said: “We 
are working very closely with 
Turnstone to deliver a multiplex cine¬ 
ma and together we are very close to 
being in a position to make a major 
announcement very soon on the pro¬ 
gress which is being made.”

RESIDENTS in a remote 
hamlet near Ely who were 
left without a telephone line 
for more than two weeks 
have described British 
Telecom’s (BT) service as 
“appalling”. 

People living in Straight 
Drove, Way Head, near Little 
Downham, were left with nei¬ 
ther a telephone line nor 
internet access for a total of 16 
days. 

The hamlet’s main tele¬ 
phone line was damaged in 
the storms which battered the 
region on Saturday, February 
15. 

But it wasn’t until earlier 
this week that BT engineers 
eventually fixed the line. 

The granddaughter of one of 
residents affected, a 93-year-

woman, described BT’s ser¬ 
vice as “shocking”. 

She said: “My nana lives 
alone and was left without a 
telephone line for more than 
two weeks. 

“BT said that if she had an 
emergency button in her 
house they would fix the line 
within 30 hours but because 
she didn’t, which is her choice, 
they couldn’t treat her as a 
priority. 

“Their attitude has been 
shocking - they couldn’t care 
less.” 

Neil Robertson was forced to 
work from Ely Library every¬ 
day while the line was down. 

He said: “I work in IT and 
know how important custom¬ 


er service is. I can only 
describe BT’s customer ser¬ 
vice as appalling - there’s no 
communication whatsoever. 

“The line took just three 
hours for them to fix on 
Monday - why couldn’t that 
have been done soon after the 
line came down? We all pay 
our bills and the way we’ve 
been treated just isn’t fair.” 

A spokesman for BT said: 
“We had an aerial cable out of 
service which affected 12 
properties in the area. 

“We needed to carry out a 
full survey on works neces¬ 
sary and attended Way Head 
on Monday to carry out the 
works to restore service. We 
are sorry for any inconven¬ 
ience caused whilst custom¬ 
ers were affected.”

Fresh support 
for bid to get 
station rebuilt 


RE-OPENING a railway sta¬ 
tion in Soham is a priority for 
Lucy Frazer - the Conservative 
Parliamentary candidate for 
South East Cam-bridgeshire. 

Following extensive talks 
with Cambridgeshire County 
Council and East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Council, bosses 
at Network Rail agreed to 
include rebuilding the station 
as a proposal in their 2014-2019 
business plan. 

But Mrs Frazer says she is 
determined to “ensure the pro¬ 
posal turns into a reality”. 

After meeting at the pro¬ 
posed site with local district 
and county councillor Joshua 
Schumann, she said: “A new 
station would be hugely bene¬ 
ficial to the town. It would help 
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attract business and jobs. 

“It will also mean opportuni¬ 
ties for young people will 
increase as access is opened 
up to Ely. I know Sir Jim Paice 
has already had a number of 
discussions with Network Rail 
and I will continue to liaise 
with them to help ensure the 
proposal turns into a reality.” 

The station opened in 1879 
when the Ely to Newmarket 
railway line was built. 

But it was destroyed on June 
2, 1944, after a consignment of 
bombs travelling through the 
town caught fire. 

Re-opening the station could 
provide a direct rail link to Ely, 
Cambridge, Peterborough, 


Bury St Edmunds and Ipswich. 

Cllr Schumann said: “I am 
happy to see that Soham’s rail¬ 
way station is back on Network 
Rail’s forward business plan 
and pleased to see the backing 
of Cambridgeshire County 
Council yet again for this pro¬ 
ject. It is great to have our 
Conservative candidate Lucy 
Frazer offering support for the 
future of the Soham railway 
station.” 

A recent study showed that 
re-building the station could 
generate up to £500,000 a year 
- if there was an hourly ser¬ 
vice. The project would cost an 
estimated £6 million.

Jobs at council 
are still at risk 


A LAST-minute bid to stop 
radical restructure plans at 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council has failed. 

Independent councillors 
Andy Wright and Derrick 
Beckett put forward a motion 
at the authority’s full council 
meeting last Thursday in an 
attempt to scupper council 
leader lames Palmer’s restruc¬ 
ture proposals. 

As exclusively reported last 
week, their motion, which 
was leaked to Ely News ahead 
of the meeting, involved 
deleting the post of chief 
executive, which is currently 
lohn Hill, and replacing the 
two proposed assistant direc¬ 
tor posts with three directors 
- all of equal status. 

They also wanted those 
posts to be paid at similar 
levels to the previous man¬ 
agement team and that the 
responsibilities for all depart¬ 
ments at the council be 
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shared equally between the 
three. 

Cllrs Beckett and Wright 
were also proposing the role 
of leader and deputy leader at 
the council should be incor¬ 
porated. 

They said Cllr Palmer’s pro¬ 
posed changes to staffing lev¬ 
els, which could see around 
25 redundancies being made, 
will make the council “open 
to serious risk of continuity”. 

Despite the motion already 
being in the public domain, 
Conservative members voted 
that it should be debated in 
the absence of members of 
the public - and press - at the 
meeting, and the motion was 
lost. 

The proposed restructure, 
which Cllr Palmer admits is 
“radical” but insists will be 
“change for the better”, has 


been subject to a 45-day con¬ 
sultation which was due to 
end on Monday. 

But Unison members, who 
have been protesting since 
the plans were announced, 
are accusing Cllr Palmer of 
pressing ahead with changes 
without consultations having 
finished. 

A Unison spokeswoman 
said: “We are saddened that 
the democratic engagement 
between councillors and staff 
has degenerated to the extent 
that we are forced to use the 
media in order to communi¬ 
cate our genuine concerns 
about the proposals.” 

Speaking at the meeting, 
Cllr Anna Bailey, chairman of 
the personnel and corporate 
services committee, said: “I 
can assure all staff members 
that the consultation is genu¬ 
ine and that all feedback 
received will be carefully 
considered.”

YOUR readers will no doubt be aware of the 
impending financial crisis developing at the 
District Council, resulting in the proposed job 
cuts that are one way of approaching the 
problem. 

The loss of an entire tier of management will 
save money, but will result in risk to services 
with the loss of valuable experience.

This is billed as a Civic event with the great 
and good from parish council representatives, 
to the Lord Lieutenant and representatives of 
local authorities and the military in 
attendance. All so fair and open you might 
think. 

So why was the recently, almost selected, 
Conservative prospective parliamentary 
candidate in attendance? She is not local, has 
no position in local or national government, 
and is probably not a close family friend of the 
chair of council who is responsible for the 
invitations. 

Why was she given exclusive access to the 
assembled dignitaries at public expense? Or is 
it just that the UKIP, Lib Dem, Labour and 
Green candidates failed to turn up?

Council tax freeze 
is rubber-stamped 


COUNCIL tax is being frozen in East 
Cambridgeshire for the first time in 
three years. 

The district council’s budget for 
2014/15 was rubber-stamped last 
week and was described by James 
Palmer, leader of the authority, as the 
“most robust” it has been for some 
time. 

At the full council meeting on 
Thursday, members heard the council 
currently has around £1.8 million in 
reserves - compared to “just over” £1 
million four years ago. 

As a result, for the first time since 
2011, council tax is being frozen, 
meaning residents will not have to 
fork out more. 

Speaking at the meeting, Cllr Palmer 
said: “The budget for 2014/15 is a 
budget that I am very proud of and 
one that everyone, including our resi¬ 
dents, should be proud of. 

“It is the most robust it has been for 
quite a long time and we should all be 
pleased that no borrowing will be

required. 

“I am worried when I look to the 
future but I am confident that this 
robust budget will see us through, 
although we really mustn’t bury our 
heads in the sand.” 

In 2012/13, council tax in the district 
increased by three per cent and last 
year it went up by two per cent. 

Despite refusing the Government’s 
offer of a Council Tax Freeze Grant in 
2012, the authority has this time 
decided to accept it. 

The council says the success of its 
“ongoing medium-term financial 
strategy” has continued to deliver 
savings and allowed it to build its 
reserves to a “sustainable level”. 

Liberal Democrat leader Cllr Gareth 
Wilson thanked Linda Grinnell, the 
council’s head of finance, and her 
team for what he described as an 
“impressive budget”. 


But he proposed a motion, seconded 
by Cllr Neil Morrison, that the council 
should transfer £567,229 in 2015/16 
and £682,399 in 2016/17 from the 
‘New Homes Bonus’ earmarked 
reserve to the ‘Surplus Savings 
Reserve’, which he insisted would 
help prevent such a high number of 
redundancies. The motion was lost by 
18 votes against 15. 

Cllr Palmer said: “While we are in a 
strong position now - we can and 
should not be complacent as we 
approach the challenges of the future. 

“In the next few years, we will have 
to manage a budget which will 
become smaller - our task is to man¬ 
age the money we have to best deliver 
the services our residents need. This 
won’t be easy and we know there will 
be difficult decisions which we must 
make in the months ahead, but our 
aim is to ensure the council is fit for 
purpose and able to justify every 
penny we spend on behalf of our resi¬ 
dents.”

Fury as cobbles 
are replaced - 
with cobbles 


A ROW has erupted after 
“treacherous” cobbles in Ely 
were dug up - and replaced 
with new ones. 

Cyclists have been calling 
for the cobbled sections of 
road in The Gallery - running 
from Minster Place and past 
the cathedral down to Back 
Hill - to be removed for some 
time. 

They say the cobbles are 
dangerous as they are diffi¬ 
cult to navigate and that they 
are damaging both bicycle 
and vehicle tyres. 

After years of complaints, 
Cambridgeshire County 
Council agreed to investigate 
how the route could be made 
safer, including what other 
road surfaces could be used. 

But now the council has dug 
the cobbles up and replaced 
them with more cobbles - 
sparking outrage among the 
city’s cycling community. 

Former city councillor and 
Ely Cycling Campaign mem¬ 
ber, Christine tones, said:

The whole point 
was to make the humps 
less treacherous for 
bikes. 

“The cobbles were 
the very issue that 
got the cycle cam¬ 
paign started - it 
has been a source of 
discomfort, cost and 
peril to many 
cyclists. lust close The 
Gallery and pave the 
whole thing properly, for 
people, not for cars.” 

Ely resident Andy Banks 
said: “This is an absolute 
shambles. I would laugh at 
the incompetence but as I use 
that piece of road every day to 


get to work I don’t find it 
remotely funny. 

“What is it going to take for 
the council to understand 
how important this route and 
the continuing journey on to 
the rail station is? A serious 
injury? A death?” 

A county council spokes¬ 
man said: “Unfortunately we 
have been unable to find a 
suitable alternative 
material within the 
timescale or budget 
for the repair work 
and so we have 
refurbished the 
speed cushion 
using the existing 
materials. 

“Because of the 
sensitive nature of the 
location within the con¬ 
versation area and the fact 
that the materials used were 
agreed as part of the original 
improvements to the street 
scape in Ely, our options for 
using alternative materials 
were severely limited.”

Read, of Goldsmith Court, Ely, 
was given a 12-month conditional 
discharge, ordered to pay £550 
court costs and a £15 victim sur¬ 
charge. 

Brenda Maul, 65, also pleaded 
guilty to failing to notify the coun¬ 
cil of changes in her circumstances 
which meant she claimed more 
than £2,500 of council tax benefit to 
which she wasn’t entitled between 
May 2009 and July 2013. 

Maul, of The Barns, Littleport, 
was fined £766 and told to pay a £15 
victim surcharge and court costs of 
£550.

It comes just a week after Tina 
Bissett, of Longfield Road, 
Littleport, pleaded guilty to falsely 
claiming £39,524 in income sup¬ 
port and £17,972 in council tax and 
housing benefits. 

As reported last week, Bissett, 47, 
was sentenced to a 12-month jail 
sentence, suspended for two years. 

Linda Grinnell, head of finance at 
the district council, said: “Benefit 
fraud is not a victimless crime - it is 
the taxpayer who has to pay for 
those who try to cheat the system. 

“We would also remind people to 
let us know about changes in their 
circumstances as soon as their situ¬ 
ation changes so they don’t get into 
difficulties. There is a team of offic¬ 
ers who work to track down anyone 
who is trying to defraud you and 
the council.”

“He was arrested and a search 


was carried out at his home address 
where other drug paraphernalia 
was recovered.” 

In interview, the defendant told 
police he was a long-term user of 
recreational drugs and had only 
recently bought the cannabis with 
the aim of selling it on to friends 
and helping him to pay off debts. 

Philip Farr, mitigating, said his 
33-year-old client - who pleaded 


guilty to possessing an offensive 
weapon and a class B drug with 
intent to supply-bought the CS gas 
from a Sunday market, but never 
planned to use it and it wasn’t 
linked to the drugs. 

Cole was handed nine months in 
prison suspended for 18 months, 
and must complete 100 hours of 
unpaid work and pay £200 court 
costs.

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Fire service 
calls on 
smokers to 
be vigilant 

SMOKERS are being urged to 
extinguish their cigarettes 
properly following three house 
fires in Cambridgeshire in less 
than a week. 

Fire officers are sending out 
stark safety warnings 
following the three fires which 
took place in Huntingdonshire 
and Fenland between 
February 18 and February 24. 

Group Commander Chris 
Parker, head of community 
safety at Cambridgeshire Fire 
and Rescue Service, said: 
“Fires in the home like these, 
started by the careless 
actions of smokers, can be 
easily avoided. 

“Luckily, no one involved in 
these incidents has been 
hospitalised, however, the 
story could have ended very 
differently as a fire started by 
a cigarette can tear through a 
home within minutes.” 

Between April 1, 2013, and 
February 24, 2014, there 
have been 26 accidental fires 
in the home in 
Cambridgeshire caused by 
smoking - these have 
resulted in two fire deaths, 
and six casualties either 
being taken to hospital or 
checked by paramedics. 

Chris said: “Never leave a lit 
cigarette unattended is the 
golden rule.” 


Future looking bright 
for gardening project 


VOLUNTEERS from a 
charity project which 
supports elderly and vul¬ 
nerable residents in East 
Cambridgeshire are cele¬ 
brating. 

The future of Helping 
Hands, a project run in 
the Ely area by Voluntary 
and Community Action 
East Cambs (VCAEC), has 
been hanging in the bal¬ 
ance for some time due to 
a lack of available fund¬ 
ing. 

In November, the 
scheme, which sees vol¬ 
unteers helping elderly 
and vulnerable people to 
stay in their own homes 
by doing gardening and 
odd-jobs, was awarded 
£3,000 from the Lloyds 
Bank Community Fund. 

Grenville Hawkes, man¬ 
ager at VCAEC, said the 
grant would ensure 
Helping Hands would be 
able to keep operating 
until the spring. 

But now the project has 
been lucky enough to 
secure three separate pots 
of funding totalling more 
than £20,000. 

It has received £10,000 
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from the Ely Community 
Unit Trust and £10,000 
from social housing pro¬ 
vider, Sanctuary Group. 
The Prince of Wales’ 
Charitable Foundation 
has also awarded the pro¬ 
ject a grant of £1,500. 

Mr Hawkes said: “We’re 
all over the moon, to say 
the least. This fantastic 
amount of funding now 
means we are in a much 
better position to contin¬ 
ue to provide gardening 
support for individuals in 
need in East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire. 

“The funding has also 
enabled us to set up a reg¬ 
ular garden maintenance 
scheme, which will really 
help those people who are 
in need. 

“As is the case with a lot 
of charitable projects, the 
future of Helping Hands 
has not looked good for 
some time so we really are 
so pleased.”

Joy at broadband boost

“That is why this latest investment 
in rural communities is vital to 
install the infrastructure needed to 
give fast, reliable services across 


South East Cambridgeshire.” 

A new £10 million fund will open 
on March 17 to fund pilot schemes 
using alternative broadband tech¬ 
nologies in Britain’s most rural areas 
in a bid to extend superfast coverage 
to all homes and businesses. 

Cllr Ian Bates, Cambridgeshire 
County Council’s cabinet member 
for growth and planning with 
responsibility for the Connecting 
Cambridgeshire programme, said: 
“We welcome the Government’s 
focus on extending superfast broad¬ 
band coverage, which recognises 


that high-speed internet access is an 
essential utility alongside electricity 
and water. 

“Connecting Cambridgeshire has 
ambitious targets to improve the 
digital infrastructure for homes and 
businesses across Cambridgeshire 
and Peterborough and we are on 
track to achieve them. 

“Superfast fibre broadband is 
already being rolled out to over 
90,000 premises, which will make 
Cambridgeshire one of the best con¬ 
nected counties in the country by 
the end of 2015.”

We’ve all heard of April showers, but with 
the flood of payroll changes coming to 
employers from the government, it seems 
more like a Monsoon. The implementation 
of HMRC’s new RTI legislation seems 
to have opened the door to all sorts of 
changes, most of which will see employers 
reaching deeper into their pockets.

Just keeping up with all these changes 
has become a full time job for employers, 
not to mention the administrative burden 
which will be laid on employers with 
the implementation of pensions auto¬ 
enrolment.

ALISTAIR McGowan likes clocks. 

He bought his second, a very nice one 
apparently, in Cambridge when he was 24. 

"I've just always found them very beautiful 
things,'' he explains simply. 

It's not quite what you expect from the 
bushy-browed 49-year-old, and BAFTA award¬ 
winning star of The Big impression, but then, 
if you think about it, he's rather like a clock 
himself. Except, instead of time he tells stories, 
and instead of tick-tocks, his inner mechanical 
cogs whir along knocking out ridiculously 
brilliant impressions; just remember his David 
Beckham. 

But impressions and clocks are not why he's 
returning to Cambridge this month. McGowan 
is reprising his role as the great Professor Henry 
Higgins in the Theatre Royal Bath's 100th 
anniversary tour of George Bernard Shaw's 
Pygmalion. A witty exploration of class and 
gender, it's the basis of My Fair Lady (don't say 
you don't know it), and follows the phonetics- 
obsessed professor as he tries to get cockney 
flower girl Eliza Doolittle (Rachel Barry with 
the unenviable task of trying to step out of 
the shadow of Audrey Hepburn), to pass for a 
duchess at a very fancy party. The question is, 
will she assert her own independence or simper 
along with the challenge? 

McGowan first played Higgins in the West 
End two-and-a-half years ago, stepping in last 
minute for a too-busy Rupert Everett, and the 
producers rather liked him. He didn't need 
much persuading to get into coat tails either: 
"I'd always been fascinated by accents and how 
people spoke, even at that age,'' McGowan 
buzzes, describing the impact seeing My Fair 
Lady had on him as a child. "I actually didn't 
think about playing the part, I just thought I 
would like to be Henry Higgins in real life. I'd 
like to be able to study people's accents and 
I would love to be able to, as he says himself, 
place any man within six miles.'' 

Graduating from the Guildhall School of 
Music and Drama, he only went and did it,

breaking out thanks to ITV's satirical puppet 
show Spitting Image and then teaming up 
with fellow impressionist Ronni Ancona. It all 
rather kicked off. . . He's dedicated his career 
to decoding and reproducing other people's 
voices, he really is a modern day Higgins, on 
and off stage. 

Alistair McGowan is basically a lovely, 
incredibly generous, likeable chap. 

Take the fact he happily plunges straight 
into his latest impersonation ("My favourite 
is always my newest one,'') without being 
pushed; suddenly I find myself interviewing 
Raymond Blanc: "Oh la la!'' He actually tried it 
out on Blanc himself at Christmas: "I couldn't 
work out for the rest of the evening whether 
he'd liked it or not!'' 

Slithering out of character, McGowan 
explains: "When you get a new person it's like 
a toy really. You can't stop playing with it for a 
little while, and then a new one comes 
along. . ." 

The one person he really can't get the knack 
of is David Cameron. Rory Bremner will be 
relieved. 

"It is nice to at least be able to do your 
country's leader for whatever purposes and 
I just can't get anywhere near him so I don't 
bother,'' he says ruefully. "But I do [as Boris] do 
a very good Boris Johnson instead, so if I need 
to say something about government or right- 
wing policies, I use Boris as that mouthpiece, 
he's much more fun! Much more interesting! In 
every sense.''
